Another Chinese youth was shot 
to death in the continuing era of 
Chinatown violence. Yip Yee Tak， 
32，of 1040 Pine，was' shot three 
times at Grant Avenue and Pacific 
Monday night by a youth who 
crouched，aimed his pistol，and 
fired with both hands on the gun. 

A composite description from 
witnesses_ indicated that the assail- 
ant was from 5?6”to 578” tall， 
between 140 and 150 pounds, and 
wore straight black hair to the 
nape of his neck. 

Mayor Alioto admitted Tuesday 
that the situation seems to be get- 
ting “'a little bit out of control” 
when victims are shot down in the 
streets in daylight, as Anton Wong 
Was twWo Weeks ago.

Proposed federal legislation (H.R.

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In a move that could have far- 
reaching results for Asian-Ameri- 
can actors，the New York State 
Human Rights Appeal Board has 
found the Repertory Theater' of 
Lincoln Center guilty of discrimi- 
nation because ii“systematically 
failed or refused to give equal op- 
portunity”to Asian-American ac- 
toOrS. 

In unanimously reversing an ear- 
lier decision by the State Division 
of Human Rights，the four-mem- 
ber appeals board cited as damag- 
ing evidence the “regular awarding 
of Oriental parts to non-Oriental 
actors.” 

The case against Lincoln Center 
was brought by the actors Alvin 
Lum，Sab Shimono，Calvin Jung， 
Lori Chinn，Katie San and Irene 
Sun. The two productions involved 
were “Narrow Road to the Deep 
North” written-by 卫 qward Bond， 
and “The Good Woman of Set- 
Zuan;)j ”by Bertolt Brecht. 

“Good Woman 罗 produced 迅 
1970，was set im an undefined 
locale somewhere in Asia，Al- 
though the characters had such 
names as Wang,，Shen Teh, Lin To 
and Mi Tsu，the performers had 
names like Gilbert, Wilson，Cooper 
and Levin.

SAVINGS ACCOUNTS 


HONG KONG 一 Hong 玉 ong and 
Shanghai Banking Corporation an- 
nounced recently that the number 
of savings bank accounts kept with 
it in the colony had passed the 
one million mark.

This is the general view of busi- 
nessmen and industrialists here, as 
this British crown colony has a 
stabjle currency，free economy，eX- 
cellent transport facilities， and 
friendly relations with Peking. 

One recent setback was the 
plunge im the share market when 
the index fgure，which was 1700 
in mid-March, dropped to around 
700 by lateApril. The fall was due 
to the skKy-high prices of the 
Shares. 

There has been a slow recovery 
since early May，because the gen- 
eral conditions here are essentially 
sound. 

Some blamed government re- 
strictions and the heavy dealings 
of some London financiers as the 
causes of the steep decline of the 
shares. Many people neglected 
their callings and turmed to the 
stock exchange to reap a windfall. 

INFLATION 
Inflation in Hongkong picks up 


faster than that in the United . 


States but lags behind that of 
maest countries in western Europe. 
Chiefheadaches here are the steady 
increase in wages and quick jumps 
in rentals. 

All these factors have bolstered 
the prices of local manufactured 
goods geared for world markets， 
especially the U.S. market，which 
take up almost 40 percent of local 
products.

TAIPEI 一 Though Taiwan is 
more diplomatically isolatedtoday 
than at any time since the goverm- 
ment moved from the mainland, it 
has mever been stronger economi- 
cally, the overseas news editor for 


the_ Christian .Science Monitor re- 


ported last week- 

The United States is the only 
major power with an embassy in 
Taiwan and Portugal is the only 
European nation that still main- 
tains diplomatic relations with the 
government. But since Canada and 
Italy have switched their diplo- 
matic ties to China，thelir trade 
with Taiwan has actually increased. 

In fact the former Japanese 上 m- 
bassy building now houses the 
Japanese Association for the Inter- 
change of Private Organizations， 
staffed by several former embassy 
officials. The_ Chinese Nationalist 
East Asia Relations Association 
has an office in Tokyo. Thus there 
is no sign of slackening economic 
interest in Taiwan-by Japan. 

Taiwan's trade statistics indicate 
its continued strength. Taiwan has 
forged _ ahead of China in total 


trade  ($5.51 billion last year). 


Over the past two years it has had 
the highest rate of economic 
growth of any country of major 
consedqtuence in the world. It is in 
the top 20 trading nations in the 
world and will probably rank ninth 


in trade with the United States in ， 


il9735 

Taiwan had a favorable balance 
of trade in 1972 of$483 million， 
ia 2.2- Derceiitetise from the year 
before. With this growth，Taiwan 
has still kept inflation to a mini- 
mum，retail prices going up alittle 
more than 3 percent Per year. 

Part of Taiwan's continued 
growth is due to its low labor 
costs. As Japan moves out of high- 
priced labor areas， Taiwan Imoves 
in. This is exemplified by the elec- 
tronics imdustry，where wages are 
one-fifth of whatthey are in Japan 
and one-half those in Hongkong. 

Such firms as Admiral Bendix， 
Motorola, Philco, RCA and Zenith 
all have Plants in Taiwan，and the 
island has now virtually captured 
the _ black-and-white TV market 
from Japan。 The government has 
gone out of its way to attract SUch 
enterprise from the United States 
by creating tax-free zones through

“Red Chinese.” *

This typS& of media coverage 
caused many American sponsors of 
thietour dismay and embarassment.

visiting Chinese group. After safely 
completing their journey，the Chi-
